The Ministerial Crisis im France—Ten- 
dered Resignation of the Minister of 
Finance—Paris Quiet—-La Creuzot.

Burret, Minister of Finance, 
has tendered his resignation. No other Minister 
has yet resigned, but further changes are 
ramored.

There were four.new 
boilers, of sixty-horse power each, in thé boiler- 
room, and it 1s supposed that two of them ex- 
ploded. They were put up. about five: weeks 
ago. One boiler was driven inward through’ an 
eighteen-inch wall, and partly through a second 
wall. The other boilers are completely covered in 
the ruins. The windows and sashes of buildings 
a distance of several hundred feet from the ex- 
plosion were shattered. The Police and Fire De- 
partments are clearing away ‘the wreck. The 
principal loss is in the damage to the building 
and the ioss of the engines. A fire broke out 
about an hour after the explosion, but ‘was soon 
extinguished. At the time of the explomon the 
engineer was in another part of the building, 
and the engine was in charge of a fireman. 

BALTIMORE,, April 9—Evening.—The lifeless 
Dbodies of WM. DUNCAN and A. PINDLE have been 
taken from the ruins termbly.mutilated. They 
were wood-corders and in the street in rear of 
the refinery at the moment of the explosion. 
The bodies ‘of McKEnny, foreman of the 
refinery, and. Coonrs, fireman,. and his 
sop. have not yet been reached. The work of 
clearing away the wreck progresses slowly. The 
rear of the refinery ison a narrow street bor- 
dering the dock, blocked with corded wood and 
the rums' of the: ¢xplosion. Not more than 
two dozen can work at once, and the only 
means of removing the débris aré by 
loading scows in the dock. The killed 
will ‘not probably exceed six, and the m- 
jured about the same number. The main build- 
ing of the refinery is uninjured. The: boilers 
‘were each 27 feet long, new, and turned out of 
the best material of the..Abbott Iron Works. 
Immense crowds’ are: gathered about the ruins 
to-night.

RUMORED RESIGNATION OF MR, HOAR.

But the President de- 
clmed to accept Mr. Hoar’s resignation under 
those circumstances, and so far ascan be learned, 
there has been mo renewal of the tender of 
resignation since. He is certainly not going to re- 
tire immediately, as he is preparing himself for 
® reargument of the legal-tender cases in the 
Supreme Court. It may be .said, however, that 
the retirement of Judge Hoar from the Cabinet

. TREASURER SPINNER ON THE FINANCES. 

Treasurer SPINNER has written another long 
letter on the finances. This is m reply to Mr. 
THoMAS ROBING, of Philadelphia, who recently 
wrote him in answer to his letter to the Presi- 
dent of the National Park Bank of New York, 
which has been made public, giving his reasons 
for advocating an American consol at a uniform 
rate of four per cent., having from forty to fifty 
years to run to maturity, free from every kind of 
taxation by the General Government, States, mu- 
nicipalities, or any other authority whatever, 
with interest payable quarterly and in the coin 
of the country where registered ; and the estab- 
lishment of agencies at various points in this 
country and in Europe where such a stock could 
,at any and at all times be registered on the 
books of such agencies and transferred to a pur- 
chaser. In this last letter Mr. SPINNER reasserts 
his belief that such a stock could, if Congress 
would authorize it, and allow @ commisson of 
say one per cent. to the national banks and other

Although a 
Cuban, and favorable to the Cubans, he jomed 
the most ultra Spaniards in starting an opposi- 
tion journal, entirely deyoted to the Spanish in- 
terest, injuring not only his tormer employer, 
but also the Cuban cause. NATTES was possessed 
of a very uneven temper, and when excited 
would be imprudent in his speech.
